Now four 
years later, those once trusting Freshmen have become the high 
and mighty upper classmen. 


It didn’t take long to become acquainted. But study problems 
were not as easily solved. At first the Freshmen could hardly move 
without suffering from muscles that had for the first time been 
given a good workout in the gym. Nights were tortured with visions 
of French and Latin verbs to be learned. 

In 2B we came to the main building. Here we were divided 
into eleven homerooms, and so we remained for all four years.

Our class was the first to lose out on this privilege; it was stopped 
in our 3A term. We were also the first students who were unable to 
leave school during the day if we lacked enough subjects to make 
up a complete school day.

"Career Day" was а conspicuous event of the term's work. 
Sponsored by the Guidance Department, it provided each student 
with an excellent opportunity to interview a person eminent in his 
prospective vocation. 


George Kay, Ronnie Lauer, Floyd Ascher were re-elected for 
the 4B 4A terms, but Muriel Mendelsohn was elected for the sec- 
retaryship. 


Under the direction of Mrs. Lappé the 4B-4A was put on. 
After hurried activity the girls’ lower gym was transformed from a 
drab room into a kind of wonderland. Music and punch made the 
event enjoyable and everyone was reluctant to see it break up. 


It was in the 4B term, when George accepted the Torch for our 
class, that we realized that marvelous feeling of being a senior, and 
our parents came to view their sons and daughters cross that final 
gap in an impressive Torch Day ceremony. 


We made another "first" when we held our prom. We broke 
the tradition of the school, and that gala affair was given on a Sat- 
urday night. No partywould equal our dance. We had waited four 
years for it and to us it was simply “tops.” 


Then comes that parting of the ways, Graduation. No one can 
describe the mixture of emotions which will stem up in us that 
night. Some of us are saying goodbye to friends with whom we 
have shared happiness and sorrow. We are all bidding farewell to 
the Wigwam where we have spent so many hours of youth. We are 
seeing for what may be the last time the O. B. A. dances, our foot- 
ball team, our city champion basketball squad, our teachers and 
principal. 

Every member of the Class of June, 1948, has his separate 
way to go, his own niche to carve. Perhaps some of us will remain 
obscure, while some of us will tread the paths of distinction. The 
best that can be hoped for each is that he be happy and prosperous 
in a world of peace.
